On May 7, 1915, the great steam- 


ship Lusitania was torpedoed and 
sunk off the coast of Ireland with 
the loss of 1,500 
lives, more than 


110 of them American 
and many 


women and children. There was a 
widespread clamor 
in the United 
States for war. 


Ship after ship had been sent to 


the bottom without warning and 
this climax came with the sinking 
on March 24, 1916 of the English 
Channel steamer Sussex. The Presi- 
dent, in a final note, served notice 
on the German 
Emperor that he 


might expect war with the United 
States if the "inhuman and illegal" 
practices • continued. His warning to 
Germany that she would be held to

there is not such a big supply 
of butter so that in getting rid of 
it part has to go to the customer 
with a weak appetite or a weak 
pocket book. If we had 50 per cent 
more butter this is exactly what 
would happen; the weak buyers 
would become important, and pricss 
of all butter would fall to their 
level. 


"Butter does not become over- 


abundant in supply because it takes 
both capital and skill to produce it 
and because it is exacting work. The 
gram and beef producer has more 
liberty, and does not want to trade 
it for a few cents a day additional 
to be made by milking cows 730 
times, a year. 


"In the case of -wheat the situa- 


tion is quite otherwise. We have sj 
much wheat that in order to sell it 
we have to supply people who don't 
care whether they buy or not, and 
leople who are eager enough to 
buy but whose purchasing power is 
small.

or any other fraud against the Govern- 
ment. President Coolidge assigned Mr. 
Daugherty to appoint an "observer" for 
the committee hearing. 
More recently, 


President Cocrlidge's campaign managers 
have selected Mr. Daugherty to stand as 
a Coolidge delegate in the approaching 
presidential primary in Ohio. 


Whatever the sincerity of his disposi- 


tion to punish those guilty of actual 
crime in this transaction, the full weak- 
ness in the position of President Coolidge 
is that in his public policies and in his 
political associates he is closely allied 
with the Sinclairs, Standard Oil, and 
Railroad magnates and other monopo- 
lists in the control of the government. 


All sorts of looting goes on in a gov- 


ernment as big as ours in spite of any- 
thing that can be done to prevent it. 
The most scandalous gouging of the pub- 
lic by private interests probably occurs 
in war time, and the plunderers operate 
through the War department. 
But in 


normal peace times the sluice-way for a 
large part of the corruption to which the 
Government is subjected is the Interior 
department. 
That department has been 


befouled under nearly all administra- 
tions, in greater or less degree, by the 
corrupting

of plundering.

that an honest policy of conservation, 
in the public interest, had at last been 
established. Ex-President Taft appoint- 
ed Ballinger Secretary of the Interior, 
and Ballinger's action in turning over 
$50,000,000 worth of Government: coal 
lands to favored interests drove him 
from public life. 


In passing, it is interesting to recall 


Mr. Fall, sat as a member of the congres- 
sional committee which investigated the 
Ballinger case and that Denby submitted 
a minority report in defense of Ballinger. 
He was rewarded a decade later by a 
place in the cabinet of President Hard- 
ing. 


The public will never forget the tenac- 


ious, brilliant and thorough investigation 
by which Louis D. Brandeis exposed the 
Ballinger frauds. It will not forget that 
President Taft was proved on the records 
of the Committee to have resorted to 
falsifications of an official document in 
his zeal to protect Ballinger. Mr. Taft 
now sits on the Supreme Court of the 
United States as a justice of the same 
bench as Justice Brandeis, who publicly 
discredited him in the Ballinger-Pinchot 
case. 


The Fall case is thus not the first, 


though it is probably the worst, in the 
long record of public plundering which 
has gone on in the Interior department.
